This exemption includes 6 

but is not limited to money payable on account of judgments, arbitrations, 7 

compromises, insurance, benefits, compensation, and relief. Disability income benefits 8 

are not exempt if the judgment is for necessities contracted for after the disability is 9 

incurred.
